SEOUL COURT ENDS REVIEW OF SUIT AGAINST NDP LEADER

[Text] Seoul, 1 Sep (HAPTONG)--The Seoul District Civil Court, handii:, 
a legal motion filed by three former members of the New Democratic Pariy 
(NDP) eeeking an injunction to suspend the competence and authority of 
Kim Yong-sam as the opposition party president, ended its review on the 
case today. 


A three-member panel presided over by Chief Judge Cho U concluded its 
review on the case after hearing statements by three witnesses put up 
both by the complainants and the defendant and receiving six more data 
explaining their respective positions. 


A ruling on the case is expected to be notified to both parties in one 
to two weeks. 


The suit filed early this month alleges that Kim and his four vice 
presidents cannot legally represent the party since some of the dele- 
gates to the NDP National Convention who participated in the election 
of the party head have been found disqualified. 


A defense witness said at todays session, the third and last that took 
one and half hours, that if the verdict comes out in favor of the conm- 
plainants, the major opposition party would surely be plunged into a 
serious situation with the party likely to be “paralysed.” 


The complainants asked the panel to name Rep. Chong Un-kap, chairman of 
the NDP National Convention, or other figure as the acting NDP head on 
the assumption of the acceptance by the court of their case. 


The panel in turn asked the defense side if it would recommend its choice 
but the latter said it would respond toe it in writing later. 


The defense side, noting that the NDP leadership could suffer irreparably 
if the court rules in ‘avor of the complainants, said it would ask the 
panel to have the other side bring a formal suit against it.

MINISTER'S WARNING TO CLERGYMEN--Seoul, 5 Sep (HAPTONG)--Culture and 
Information Minister Kim Song-chin has cautioned some segment of clergy- 
men against breaking the law in the guise of conducting missionary vork. 
“The government will draw an exact line between the devoted and pure 
nissionary activities by the absolute majority of Christian ministers 

and the unlayful acts by a handful of ministers agitating workers to

MEETING OF CHRISTIANS--Seoul, 5 Sep (HAPTONG)--Some 1,000 Christians held 
a rally here today to condemn what they called communist infiltration 
into the Christian society in Korea. The rally organized by the Korean 
Christian Association for the Extermination of Communism appealed to all 
Christians across the country to do their best in clearing the church of 
communist infiltration. Association leader Rev. Pak Pyong-hoon, saying 
communism has infiltrated into the World Council of Churches (WCC) and 
other organizations under its control, called on all the denominations 
affiliated with the WCC to break away from it for the sake of national 
security based on anti-communism.

ROK HAS UNEXPECTED BUMPER CROP OF BARLEY, WHEAT 


Barley, Wheat Output

[Text] The nation has seen a bumper crop of barley this year, posing an 
immediate problem for farmers having harvested unexpected amounts of bar- 
ley to be disposed of at due prices. 


According to figures compiled by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
the barley crop amounts to 11,270,000 sok (one sok is about five bushels), 
indicating a 12.1 percent increase over the previous year. 


The bariey crop this year also exceeds by 12.3 percent the quantity ear- 
lier planned by the government authorities. 





Based on the planned quantity of barley harvest this summer, the related 
authorities have set the amount of barley to be purchased from farmers 
at 4,000,000 sok. 


Then, the bumper crop of barley has undoubtedly brought about confusion 
in the government's plan to buy barley from farmers, in a design to help 
maintain due barley prices. 


In other words, the related government authorities are now asked to cope 
with such a bumper crop of barley, so that the ensuing confusion farmers 
may suffer may be minimized by all possible means. 


Because government funds are limited in any sector, we can hardly expect 
the authorities to be able to boost the barley-purchasing funds to a dras- 
tic extent. 


Yet the government authorities should do their best to ease the worry 
among farmers over the excessive amount of this particular grain that 
should be sold at reasonable prices at the right time. 


Unless this is done satisfactorily, barley farmers will have to suffer 
difficulties which may lead to a real problem in farming communities. 


Under such circumstances, the related authorities are urged to map out 
effective measures as a remedy, along with a far-sighted barley farming 


policy. 


In the first place, it is desirable for the related authorities to try 
to increase the already set funds for barley purchase from farmers as 
much as possible, in consideration of the impending problems concerned. 


Besides, it may be feasible for the government to buy barley on credit 
from farmers who can afford it. 


At the same time, urban dwellers are asked to launch a campaign to eat 
more barley, in view of the higher nutritional values contained in it. 








It is a matter of fact that urban people should feel it obligatory to 
cooperate with the farming populace by trying to change their dietary 
habits excessively depending upon rice. 


In this way, people residing in cities can help farming people get over 
their difficulties, which should result in benefiting urban dwellers as 
well economically. 


Aside from these measures, we also recommend that the government promote 
a farming policy designed to have farmers replace barley with other grains, 
which are productive economically. 


It is understood that the government has suggested that farmers decrease 
barley farming this year, thus enhancing substitutes to it. 


Farmers themselves were said to have sought a 15-percent decrease in the 
barley farming this summer. 


At any rate, a long-range scheme must be sought to boost the economic 
value of barley farming, with experts to conduct a survey on this matter 
so as to find fruitful substitute crops for barley in the days to come. 


In this connection, scientific studies should be undertaken by mobilizing 


the necessary manpower concerned in the face of a turning point in barley 
farming.

MINISTRY MOVES CLOSER TO FINALIZING ROMANIZATION SYSTEM 
Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 1 Sep 79 p 8 SK 


[Excerpts] The Education Ministry announced revision of the romanization 
system yesterday, adopting the principle of romanizing as it is pronounced 
against the principle of letter by letter transliteration. 


The shift, virtually adopting the McCune-Reischauer system, was more 

appropriate since the romanization was intended for foreigners more than 
the local people, said the committee entrusted by the ministry with the 
task of revising language and the writing system of the Korean alphabet. 


However, the controversial three Korean consonants “kiyok," “tikot," and 
"biop" [Korean characters printed here and below] will continue to be 
romanized "g," "d," and "b" even when they were written at the beginning 
of words as against "k," "t," and "p" under the M-R systen. 


[The Seoul KOREA HERALD on 1 September carries a similar article on p 8 
which says in part: "As to the decision to stick to the MOE [Ministry 
of Education] system regarding the romanization of the three letters, 
member of the deliberation committee pointed out that the M-R system is 
very difficult for Koreans to use, as it requires using different letters 
of the English alphabets for one and the same Korean letter depending or 
the phonetic environment."] 


The new revision, which was worked out on the basis of opinion polls 
the ministry conducted early this year, leave the use of the diacritical 
mark above “o" and "u" for the romanization of "o" and “u" optional. 
Under the original revision of the ministry, the use of the mark was 
mandatory. 


The revision of the MOE system was included in a package revision with 
the concept of the standard Korean words, Korean writing system, and 
writing foreign words in Korean letters, which was announced yesterday. 


The names of places in China will be written in the Korean alphabet as 
they are pronounced by the Chinese people instead of the way in which 
the Chinese characters for the names are read by Koreans. 





Another change is that the "th" sound in the word of “thrill” will be 
written "siyot" [words omitted]. 


The ministry said it would finalize the revisions toward the end of this 
year after hearing more opinions from scholars and the general public.

SILKWORM RAISING--Pyongyang, 17 Aug--Quantities of cocoons are produced 
in the Democratic People's Republic of Korea. The rural villages of 
South Pyongan Province produced as of the end of July 1.8 times as such 
cocoons as in the corresponding period last year. Notably, the coopera- 
tive farms of Taean City and Songchon County turned out 2.5 times as 
much cocoons. The soil and climate of our country are very favourable 
for cultivating mulberry trees, oak, castor-bean and other plants to 
feed silkworms and for silkworm raising. By the end of the previous 
seven-year plan, our country had secured over 100,000 hectares of 
mulberry fields and more than 140,000 hectares of oak forests, which 
constituted reliable production bases of silkworm feed. Our country 
had only thousands of hectares of mulberry fields right after the lib- 
eration. The cocoon output increased 2.2 times during the Six-Year Plan 
period (1971-1976). The Pyongyang and other silk-reeling mills supply 
silk yarn to the combined silk shop of the Pyongyang textile combine, 
the Nyongbyon silk mill and other silk mills to produce high-quality 
silk fabrics.

In this period, exhibi- 
tions of books and illustrations of the fraternal country, readers’ 
meetings and other functions were held in Moscow, Khabarovsk and other 
cities of the Soviet Union. 


A reporter of Radio Moscow visited “Druzhba” bookstore in Moscow which 
expanded remarkably the sale of books of People's Korea. 


The bookstore is situated in Gorki Street in the central district of 
Moscow. Books brought out by publishing houses cf socialist countries 
are on sale there. These days the Korean books room drew far more 
customers than usual. Flags of the Soviet Union and the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea were hanging on a wall of the room. The 
book shelves were beautifully decorated. 


The chief of the Korean book section said: The Korean book exhibition 
drew deep interest of Moscow citizens and guests in the capital. Over 
150 kinds of books were displayed. Among them were socio-political 
books, literary and art works by contemporary Korean writers, dic- 
tionaries, reference books and juvenile books. Picture albums with 
beautiful illustrations showing historic relics, rerowned spots of 
various cities and special products of the DPRK attracted keen interest 
of art lovers. 


We met students studying Korean language, artists showing interest in 
Korean paintings and sculptures and scholars studying the Korean affairs 
among book buyers. 
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We asked a book buyer, who is a research worker at the Oriental Institute 
of the Academy of Sciences of the Soviet Union, to tell about the book 
exhibition. 


"I have seen the Korean books displayed at the exhibition with deep 
interest," he said, and went on: “I often come to this bookstore. 
Today I bought General History of Korea and Korean Archaeological 
Synopsis here. These books will help me study Korean history, of 


course. 


It should be noted that the “Druzhba™ bookstore is not the only place 
where Soviet readers and specialists get familiar with Korean books. 
For instance, over ten million copies of Korean books of some 220 kinds 
have been published in the Soviet Union since 1946.
